The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . In claim 1, replace lines 20-22 with: "monitoring the scan site with the auction sites 
using electronic data interchange messaging to compare the sale product identifiers on the 
auction sites with the desired product identifier placed on the scan site in order to enable 
the sellers to determine the products for sale that are desired by the buyers." 

2. In claim 11, replace lines 18-20 with: "where in the auction host computers monitor the 
scan site using electronic data interchange messaging to compare the sale product 
identifiers on the auction host computers with the desired product identifier placed on the 
scan host computer in order to enable the sellers to determine the products for sale that 
are desired by the buyers." 

3. In claim 21, replace lines 18-19 with: "monitoring the scan site with the auction sites 
using electronic data interchange messaging to compare the sale product identifiers on the 
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auction sites with the desired product identifier placed on the scan site in order to enable 
the sellers to determine the products for sale that are desired by the buyers." 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. The present claimed invention was found to be novel over the combination of 
www.biddersedge.com and McGovern et al. (US Patent number 5,978,768) as described 
in the board decision mailed Oct. 28, 2004. Examiner notes that McGovern is submitted 
as the closest Patent art of record in this case. 

2. As a result of the reversal from the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, 
prosecution was reopened and the claims rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bidder's Edge and Monster.com. Examiner notes that the combination 
of Bidder's Edge and Monster.com stand as the closest non-patent literature in the case. 
Additionally, the claims as amended by the Examiner stand as novel in view of the 
combination of Bidder's Edge and Monster.com as the references fail to teach two-way 
monitoring as described in the Appeal Brief submitted 1 1/28/05. Specifically, the 
amended claimed invention requires the scan site to monitor the auction with a desired 
product identifier submitted on the scan site when the buyer enters a product they desire 
to buy. In addition, the auction site monitors the scan site with a sale product identifier 
submitted to the auction site when a product is placed for sale on the auction site. In 
other words, an item has to be first placed for sale on an auction site and then the 
identifier associated with this, currently for sale product is used to monitor the scan site. 
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In contrast to this two-way monitoring of the present invention, the combination of 
Bidder's Edge and Monster.com, require the user to enter a search string which is used to 
monitor the appropriate site. In other words, when a job seeker enters a resume, the 
identifier associated with the resume isn't used to search for jobs. Rather, the job seekers 
must also enter, in a separate form, identifiers associated with the searching for jobs. 
3. WO 01 16765 to COUPEY et al. stands as the closest foreign/world document. However 
the reference fails to teach two-way monitoring as claimed and therefore the presently 
amended claims are novel over this reference.
